THE DISTURBANCES IN IRELAND 

Tho European telegrams which wo publist 
this morning, a ml which wo have boon re- 
ceiUly publishing, iodioato unmistakably the 
growth of serious troublea in a portion of the 
United Kingdom. Irish rebellions have boon 
so frequently tho synonyms ol Irish folly thai 
any fresh attempt at insurrection is liable 
more to provoke our pity than our (oars. Tho 
disturbances, however, which are at present 
agitating the public mind in tho mothor 
country are not the ordinary nbullitions ol 
Irish discontent. The caldron is not bubbling 
this li mo merely from native sedition ; another 
und moro powerful ingredient has bpen 
thrown from external sources into tho j.olili 
cul pot in the form of American intrigue. 

The United States authorities may feel 
that tlioy have a grudgo against France and 
England for iheir actions and demeanor dur- 
ing th" recent civil war ; although for the 
matter of that things are pretty nearly equal, 
for American sympathy and to a certain extent 
Buppi rt were given to Franco and England's 
enemies during the Russian war ; but sup- 
posing the Americans leel aggrieved, let them 
not seek to cany the lex talioni) during 
times of profound peace into fomenting 
sjdition in countries with which they are os- 
tensibly in friendly telutions. In war many 
horrible things are justifiable. However 
much wd might he tho sudercra by armed 
revolt in Ireland wo could not, if we were 
in hostilities with America, reasonably object 
to American eflorls made in behalf of that 
revolt ; bat at present, when not a breath 
rutllos the surface of national affairs, the Irish 
intrigue of tho United Stales cunnot be too 
strongly condemned. Assisting, as sub- 
jects of European powers did, for the mere 
love of gain, one belligerent ugainst another — 
sending arms to ihe North and shipB to the 
South — is only what we may expect from 
human avarice in any manufacturing nnd 
commercial country; but it is an avarice 
that takes its risks. Let England get in lo 
wur with a European power to-morrow — let 
bor even got into an Irish rebellion sufficiently 
gigantic lo call for a recognition of belliger- 
ent rights, and the citizens of l lie United 
States could scaieely bo blamed, accord- 
ing to Ihe recent phase of international law 
in England, [or incurring the risks of " giving 
aid am! comfort to the enemy." It is one 
thing, however, to take advantage ol a 
neutral position by making money out of bel- 
ligerents and another to foment discord 
and create rebellion. Had England or 
France encouraged disbanded soldiers to rush 
to America (or the purpose of organizing an 
arme.l resistance to the authority of tba conn 
try, do language would have been too Strang 
in condemnation — no retaliation too severe. 

Wo have in all this presumed ihat the 
Fenian disturbances in Ireland are of Amer- 
ican oiigin. The thing could not possibly 
bo otherwise. Had the Government of the 
United Stales been acting in a really friend ly 
spirit towards Great Britain, it would have 
taken especial pains to discountenance the 
movement. One word from Secretary Seward 
would let tho Fenians know that America 
was not to be dragged into a war with Grtui 
Britain on their account. As it is we have 
two or three hundred thousand disciplined 
men, fired by an enthusiasm that can scarcely 
be understood by more staid and sober races, 
bent on testing their prowess on the first oc-> 
casion with the forces of Great Britain, ucd 
only too anxious 10 bring on the couflict. 
With organtzatloua through the North and 
South of Ihe Republic, extending the not-work 
over even the adjoining British American 
Possession-., and with ramifications tbn ugh 
Ihe leii jlh and breadth of Ireland, it is a 
power not be despised. The English Govern- 
ment are well awaro of Ihis. They know it 
is not a handful of half-starved peasantry 
•ruder inexperienced men like Meagher or 
O'Brien, bat an army the majority of whom 
have shared the dangers of the most bloody 
war i.i tho present century. Tho demonstra- 
tions in Ireland may bo merely tl o hasU 
z'al nnd indiscretion of men In anticipation 
of a coming oonflicl and may, thoreloio, be 
quickly put down. But sufficient has been 
shown by the indiscretion to mako the Home 
authorities moro Ihon usually anxious. When 
we find Fenian organizations in Liverpool 
sending brass field-pieces to their friends in 
Ireland, when we see towns and 1 >calilius 
that have been always remarkable for loyally 
becoming suddenly inspired with military 
notions aud ideas of an Irish Republic, am 
lastly and more important than all, when wt 
hear of soldieia in the British army sympa- 
thising with Ihe movement, we oan huvo sonic 
idea of the anxiety of the I'ri.'y Council, and 
the state of affairs Ihat brought togetl 
under the auspices of the Lord Lieutenant of 
tho (Jotiuty, one hundred ar.d (iffy magistrates 
at Cork. 

Of courso, no man in his sober senses can 
expect any Fenian movement in lime of pro 
found penco to succeed in Ireland ; for, mile 
pendent of tho division of sentiment in He 
countrv, tho Government of (Ireat Britain 
was never moro poworlul than now; but the 
preiont disturbances may lead to warlike 
complications. If Fenianlam can embroil 
Great Btituin with Ainoiioa its immediate 
objeol will have been gained, and its final 
hopes strengthened. For while it is morally 
impossible during peace between those groat 
powers, for any considerable foroo of men lo 
bo liutmlerrcd from ihe Amorlcan continent 
In the shores of In land, Ihoro would be by 
no moans an Insuperable difficulty in tho way 
of tho ontorprlse in time of war. This, then, 
mils' be the grand hope of tho Fenian organi- 
zation, nnd if is tho thing si to be dreaded 

by American as well as Engli h statesman,

It is customary anil proper that a candid 
should lay before tho electors his views on the 
questions of the day. I would here briefly express 
my opinions on some of them, and when calling on 
you shall he (jlail to afford any lurlher infor- 
mation cr explanation. 

With reference' to the Union of this Colony with 
British Columbia, thp Legislative Assembly have 
already agreed on and sent home resolutions 
declaring Vancouver Island to be desirous of 
Union under any Constitution which to lor 
Majesty might nppcar advisable, renders it prob- 
able that Union will shortly occur— thus leaving 
little to be said, save that it is of ths utmost im- 
portim. c that the question should be definitely 
settled as soon as possible, and the Colony re- 
lieved from its present suspense, so injurious anJ 
so obstructive to progrcfs. 

Meanwhile I believe it to he necessary that the 
policy of Free Trade should be faithfully main ■ 
taincd, for in our present expectant condition it 
is at least prudent tn malic as few changes as 
possible. If Union should take place, a general 
election must ensue. Tho Legislature of Un- 
united Colonies will then have to decide on tho 
policy most likely to be advantageous to the 
country at large. 

Reciprocity of Trade with our friends and 
neighbours of the United States of America would 
I believe, be of the greatest mutual benefit, and 
every rlfort should be made to have this Colony 
included in any treaty concluded between the 
authorities of the United Stales and the Driiish 
North American Provinces. 

Imprisonment lor Debt should bo forthwith 
abolished except in eases of fraud. 

Immigration is highly necessary to our pros- 
perity, and I .voulii do all in my power to carry 
out any justifiable plan for Iho settlement of the 
public lands. Tho construction of good roads is 
an obvious duty. 1 believe something ought to be 
done to encourage the extermination of beasts of 
prey in partially settled districts like yours. 

A Reform of the Constitution is necessary in 
order that the Legislative bodies may be rendered 
independent of Executive control. 

The Official Expenditure of the Colony must be 
materially reduced, and hy this means the dimin- 
ution of Taxation, so absolutely necessary, 
brought about. Whilst in favour of Direct Tax- 
ation, it is advisable that our Revenue should be 
drawn from a wider area. 

.Should you deem me worthy of being your 
Representative, it will ho my constant endeavour 
to promote your special interests.

LOSSES IN THE CHINA SEAS. 



The bark Aden, 34r> tons, Captain Burt, 
arrived yesterday morning early Irom flako- 
dadi, Japan, having made a splendid iuii of 
34 days. She sailed on the 5th September, 
but diil not leave tho straits until the lOlh. 
At the mouth of Ihe straits encountered a 
typhoon which lasted 22 hours. Tlio vessel 
weathered the hurricane without sullering 
damage. Experienced fine westerly winds 
across the ocean, sigh;ing Cape CI asset on the 
3d, and earned the Breezo right into the 
straits, when it loll calm, and she was de- 
tained lour days waiting lor a slant to carry 
her into port. 

The Alien brought one passenger from Ila- 
kodadi en routo to Mexico, Baron Stilllried, 
Secretary to the Swiss Legation in Japan. 
She conies consigned to Messrs. Dickson, 
Campbell cV; Co. for freight or charter, and 
has only a small freight of hardwood and rice 
on board. 

JAPAN. 

We are informed by Captain Hurt that in 
Japan matters were assuming a more peace- 
ful and satislactory aspect. The Tycoon and 
Frince Satsuma were on the eve of adjusting 
their differences and concluding peace. There 
was no interruption to commerce at the three 
principal ports of Yokohama, Nangasaki and 
Ilakodadi, and tho other porls would proba- 
bly bo soon thrjwn open to foreign trado. 
Business of every kind was, however, very 
dull. 

CHINA. 

There had been a series of typhoons in ihe 
China seas that had caused great loss of life 
and valuable property. The 1'. & O. Com» 
pany's sloamer Korea and another called tho 
Santa Clara, foundered with all hands. A 
third steamer, tho name of w Inch our inform- 
ant does not remember, was also lost.

Two of the party, with the aid 
of a couple of Indians, were employed in 
packing- provisions, &c., while the remain- 
ing three were engaged in prospecting 
They did more or less prospecting; upon 
seven different streams, upon all of which 
they found gold in paying quantities, but 
on none of which they went clown to the 
bed-rock. The creek which they selected 
for permanent operations they named 'OKI 
Dominion,' and upon it they commenced 
operations. They had not reached the 
bed-rock, but the ground paid at the rate 
of $.'}0 u day to the hand from the su face 
down to the blue stratum, a depth of. 12 
feet. 

This creek is about 90 miles north cast 
of Williams, and about 7 miles north cast 
of the creek upon which the Vauglmu 
party are at work. Captain Holiness and 
his party were anxious to avoid attracting 
notice until they had t i mo to thoroughly 
test the ground and locato their claims ; 
but in this they were defeated by the 
Government exploring party recently 
from Williams Creek, dropping into their 
camp. The party spent a day or two 
with them, and then proceeded on in a 
northerly direction, where it is surmised 
they have struck at least equally attrac- 
tive diggings as they had not returned to 
avail themselves of the proposal agreed to 
by Captain Uenness' party. Their pro- 
visions being exhausted Capt. II. and 
party came in to Williams Creek, record- 
ed their claims, and had then) laid over 
till spring. It i.s the conviction of these 
parties that the country in question is 
the most ex tensive and promises to be v^'O. 
the most remunerative gold fields they Greenbacks, 
have yet seen in the colony, after three Coffee, l! 1] 
years experience m Cariboo and oilier Coal Oil, §1 
localities- Tho country lying between F 
Williams Creek and these diggings is not superfine, 
rough, and it would be u comparatively 
easy task to make a good pack trail. The 
news caused a gooti deal ol excitement on 
Williams ('reek, and partie 
out to secure claims.
